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RETAIL TRADE IN 


HE STATISTICS OF retail trade for December 1953 show 
Tins sales of food and perishables and of non-food goods each 

exceeded those in December 1952 by 3 per cent. This is a 
rather smaller increase compared with 1952 than in the last few 
months but the results for December need to be interpreted with 
some care. 

The actual five-weekly period covered by the December 1953 
statistics included the week following Christmas whereas in 1952 
the period for which sales were reported covered the five weeks up 
to and including Christmas week—but not the following week. 
Although some stores actually started their “ January sales”’ this 
year within a few days of the Christmas holiday, for the majority 
of traders this week following Christmas is normally a slack week 
with very small sales compared with the pre-Christmas peak. ‘The 
inclusion of this week in the December 1953 statistics must therefore 
have had a depressing effect on the figures for most categories. 
This seems, for example, to be the reason for the apparent low level 
of sales of groceries and provisions which were only 2 per cent. 
higher than in December 1952, whereas the increase in each of the 
previous few months was 8 per cent. or more, It may also have 
contributed to the comparatively low results for household goods, 
though in this category rather lower figures than in earlier months 
might have been expected to arise from diversion of spending to 
other goods in the weeks before Christmas. Where the results 
for December were very good—for example multiples’ sales of 
women’s and children’s wear and of sports goods, toys and cycles— 
it was largely due to the fact that results in these categories were 
heavily influenced by the experience of a few large organizations

who, unable to provide figures for the standard periods, did not 
include in their returns figures for this “dead” post-Christmas 
week, 

For this reason the December results are more interesting from 
the point of view of making comparisons of sales in the complete 
calendar years 1952 and 1953 rather than as indicating the trend in 
sales compared with earlier months. The figures suggest that 
total retail sales of all goods in the year were some 5 per cent. 
higher than in 1952. 

For food and perishables, sales of which are reported only by 
large scale retailers, the year’s results showed an increase of 74 per 
cent. in the value of sales between 1952 and 1953. The increase 
between 1951 and 1952 had been as much as 12 per cent., but food 
prices rose much more rapidly in 1952 and this was probably 
responsible for all of the increase between 1951 and 1952. The 
Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices shows that food 
prices in 1953 were, on average, about 54 per cent. higher than in 
the year 1952, and although this change cannot be compared 
directly with the change in thé value of sales of food and perishables, 
the figures suggest a small increase in the volume of food sales in 
1953. 

The value of sales of clothing and footwear in 1953 was very little 
higher than in 1952, but prices were generally lower in 1953 so there 
must have been a rather bigger increase in the volume of sales ; 
although higher than in 1951, however, the volume of trade must 
still have been appreciably lower than in 1950, the peak post-war 
year—the value of sales was only 34 per cent. higher, whereas the 
Ministry of Labour price index shows a rise in price of roughly 
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one sixth between 1950 and 1953. Stocks of clothing and footwear 
had been very much reduced during 1952 and were gradually rebuilt 
during 1953, but except for footwear, to nothing like the end-1951 
levels, Even towards the end of 1953, when sales were widely 
reported to be disappointing as a result of the milder weather, total 
stocks of clothing and footwear reported by the large scale retailers 
were no more than 12 per cent. above the low level reached at the end 
of 1952. 

It was household goods which recorded the most outstanding 
results in 1953. After a slow start in the early months sales were 
stimulated first by tax reductions, then by the abnormal pre-Coronation 
demand for television sets ; despite some falling off from the peak 
May figures, sales during the later months of the year were well 
maintained and for the year as a whole the value of sales was 9 per 
cent. higher than in 1952. With rather lower prices the increase 
between the two years in volume terms must have been even greater ; 
this more than compensated for the fall in the volume of sales between 
1951 and 1952 and the 1953 level of sales must have been very close 
to the peak figure recorded in the year 1950. 

In the remaining non-food categories, sales of books and stationery 
were very little different from those in 1952, but otherwise the value 
of sales showed fairly substantial increases between 1952 and 1953. 

A more detailed commentary on trends in retail trade in the last 
year and on movements over the last few years will be published in 
a later issue of the Board of Trade Journal after the complete figures 
for the trading year February 1953-January 1954 are avzilable. 


December Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 


Clothing and Footwear 

The normal rise in sales of clothing and footwear took place between 
November and December 1953, and the upward movement between 
the two months was sharper than last year, in spite of the higher 
level of sales in November 1953 compared with a year earlier and the

depressing effect on the December 1953 weekly average exerted by 
the late ending of this period. The value of sales by all retailers in 
December 1953, the highest since the war, exceeded that in December 
1952 by 3 per cent. 

This increase in sales compared with last year was, however, 
wholly due to the gains recorded by multiple shops, with increases 
of as much as 14 per cent. in women’s and children’s weer and 12 per 
cent. in men’s and boys’ wear, and these gains in turn were largely 
due to exceptionally good results by the few variety chain stores 
included in the sample. Although sales in these categories by other 
large scale retailers and independent retailers are apparently dis- 
appointing when compared with the results of multiple shops, this 
comparison would, in fact, be most misleading since some of the 
largest multiples did not include in their returns the post-Christmas 
week which has had such a depressing effect on the weekly averages 
for December 1953 of other retailers. 

Total sales of women’s and children’s wear by large scale retailers 
were 7 per cent. higher than in December 1952, due to the heavy 
increase in sales recorded by multiple shops. Sales in the sub- 
categories of women’s wear are reported only by some large scale 
retailers, including those who showed the best results this month ; 
except for women’s outerwear and dress materials all sub-categories 
showed striking increases compared with a year ago, the heaviest 
increase being in sales of millinery, haberdashery, gloves and fancy 
drapery (54 per cent.). Sales of outerwear continued to be disappoint- 
ing, being 10 per cent. lower than in 1952, probably due to the 
continuance of the mild weather. Sales of dress materials suffered 
the expected seasonal decline and continued 5 per cent. lower than 
a year ago.

Cumulative sales of women’s and children’s wear by large scale 
retailers in the trading year to date were 5 per cent. higher than 
in the same period of 1952, this being largely due to the rise of 9 per 
cent. reported by the multiple shops. Department stores showed 
a smaller increase of 3 per cent. but co-operative societies, in company 
with the independent retailers, showed a slight fall over this period. 
The fall in stocks of women’s and children’s wear reported by some 
large scale retailers between November and December 1953 was 
heavier than in the previous year and although the level of stocks 
held at the end of December was 6 per cent. higher than at the end of 
December 1952, it was 7 per cent. lower than at the end of 1951 ; 
even the end-1950 level had not been regained. Even for outerwear, 
which showed the worst results in sales towards the end of the year, 
stocks did not reach the end-1951 level. 

Although substantial increases in sales of men’s and boys’ wear 
compared with the previous month were recorded by all retailers, 
only the multiples succeeded in outstripping the sales reported in 
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December 1952 ; this result is partly due to the striking results for 
the variety chain stores. Cumulative sales by all retailers taken 
together showed little change compared with the corresponding 
period of the previous year. Stocks held by large scale retailers at 
the end of December showed the customary seasonal reduction com- 
pared with the end of November, and although they were 8 per cent. 
higher than at the end of December 1952, they were still lower than 
at the end of 1950 or 1951. 

Sales of footwear by large scale retailers were 3 per cent. higher 
than a year ago, due again to a good result from the multiple shops ; 
sales by independent retailers were slightly lower than December 
1952. The cumulative results for footwear indicate little change 
compared with February-December 1952 in sales by multiple shops 
and independent retailers ; department stores and co-operative 
societies, however, both recorded a fall, of 4 and 5 per cent. respectively, 
over this period. Although stocks held by large scale retailers declined

sharply between November and December 1953, they were 16 per 
cent. higher than at the end of December 1952 and were again 
slightly higher than the rather high level at the end of December 
1951. 


Household Goods 


Total sales of household goods in December were the highest 
recorded since the war. As was to be expected, however, with the 
diversion of spending to traditional Christmas lines, the rate of 
increase over last year was not so sharp as in previous months—sales 
being only 4 per cent. higher than in December 1952. Cumulative 
sales, however, continued nearly 10 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period last year. This increase in sales was largely 
due to increased sales of hardware by large scale retailers, and of 
furniture and furnishings and radio and electrical goods by independent 
retailers. 

Both monthly and cumulative sales of hardware by large scale 
retailers showed substantial increases compared with a year ago, the 
most striking increase being recorded by department stores ; sales 
by independent retailers in both the monthly and cumulative period, 
however, increased only slightly. 

Sales of radio and electrical goods reported by independent 
retailers were appreciably higher than in December 1952, although 
the rate of increase between November and December was not so 
sharp as in 1952. Cumulative sales by independent traders continued 
to be considerably higher than in 1952. The evidence available for 
large scale retailers on the other hand suggests that their sales were 
slightly lower than a year ago, though their cumulative sales were 
probably also well above sales in February-December 1952. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings by independent retailers were 
substantially higher than a year earlier, as were cumulative sales. 
Although large scale retailers reported little change in sales of 
furniture and furnishings compared with December 1952, this masked 
considerable divergence of movement in the sub-categories, sales of 
furniture and bedding being 10 per cent. higher than in 1952 and sales 
of floor covering 13 per cent. lower. It is also interesting to note that 
cumulative sales of furniture and bedding by large scale retailers 
were 17 per cent. higher than in February-December 1952, compared 
with a aT of 7 per cent. in cumulative sales of furnishing fabrics 
and household textiles and no change in cumulative sales of floor 
coverings. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings held by large scale retailers 
were 13 per cent. higher than at the end of December 1952, having 
risen slightly between November and December 1953. Stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods were still 17 per cent. higher 
than a year ago, in spite of a substantial reduction in stocks between 
November and December. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


In the remaining categories the most striking increases in sales 
compared with a year ago were recorded by large scale retailers for 
the traditional gift lines—jewellery, etc., leather and miscellaneous 
fancy goods and sports goods, toys and cycles. The results in the 
other categories, however, were somewhat disappointing. 

Large scale retailers recorded rises compared with December 1952 
of 12 per cent. for jewellery, etc., 32 per cent. for leather and allied 
goods, 11 per cent. for miscellaneous fancy goods and 12 per cent. 
for sports goods, toys and cycles. Independent retailers reported 
increases of under 10 per cent. compared with a year earlier for 
jewellery, etc., and toys, sports goods and leather goods. Although 
the difference in experience between large scale and independent 
retailers in December may be partly due to the use of non-standard 
periods by some large scale retailers as mentioned in the introduction, 
the cumulative figures also show better results for large scale traders. 
Large scale retailers report increases in cumulative sales compared 
with 1952 in the categories and sub-categories mentioned above of 
from 8 to 16 per cent. ; in contrast, cumulative sales by independent 
retailers dealing in similar lines were only 6 per cent. higher than in 
the same period of 1952 in the case of jewellery, etc., and 4 per cent. 
higher in toys, sports goods and leather goods. 

Independent retailers reported slight rises in December compared 
with a year ago in sales of chemists’ goods (as did large scale retailers) 
and books, stationery, etc. ; large scale retailers, however, reported 
a fall of 3 per cent. in the latter category. The results for these two 
categories would, however, reflect to the full the depressing effect 
of the inclusion of the post-Christmas week in the December 1953 
weekly average, since there is little likelihood of this being offset by 
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gains in the post-Christmas “‘ sales.” Cumulative sales by independ- 
ents in these categories were slightly higher than in 1952 ; large scale 
retailers recorded an appreciable increase in the cumulative sales of 
chemists’ goods though only a slight increase in books, stationery, 


etc. 

Stocks of books, stationery, etc., held by large scale retailers at 
the end of December were 11 per cent. higher than a year earlier ; 
stocks in the other miscellaneous categories were not substantially 
higher than at the end of December 1952. 


Food and Perishables 


The value of sales of food and perishables reported by the large 
scale retailers was 3 per cent. higher than a year ago, a smaller increase 
than in recent months. Food prices were, however, at much the 
same level as in December 1952, whereas in the previous few months 
they had been higher than a year earlier. ‘The December figures 
thus suggest a small volume increase on much the same scale as in 
the preceding few months. 

The increase in sales of groceries and provisions in December 
compared with a year ago was very slight, although cumulative sales 
continued to be substantially higher than in 1952, due to the high 
cumulative increases recorded by multiple shops and co-operative 
societies. It is possible that this category has been most affected by 
the late finishing of the December 1953 period. The rise of 2 per 
cent. compared with a year earlier which took place in December 
1953 was much smaller than in the three previous months, and 
(even allowing for a smaller price increase over the year) a better 
result might have been expected in the Christmas month in view of the 
availability of a wide range of foodstuffs that were still rationed or in 
short supply a year earlier (e.g. sugar, eggs, dried fruits, fancy biscuits). 
Sales of fruit, vegetables and flowers also failed to maintain the rate 
of increase over 1952 experienced in recent months and were only 
slightly higher than in December 1952, though this may have been 
partly attributable to the lower prevailing prices consequent on the 
exceptionally mild weather ; here again cumulative sales continued 
substantially higher than in the corresponding period of 1952. Sales 
of fish, poultry, game and rabbits were also somewhat lower than a 
year earlier, but in this case cumulative sales have been lower than 
in 1952 throughout the year. 

It might have been expected that sales of wines, spirits, beer and 
minerals would have been considerably higher than in December 1952, 
due to the inclusion in the December 1953 figures of a post-Christmas 
week that included sales for the New Year; this is one category 
where the inclusion of the post-Christmas week might have been 
expected to increase rather than depress the 1953 figures. It is 
therefore surprising to note that in fact only a slight decrease in sales 
took place compared with a year earlier, and that cumulative sales 
were only slightly higher than in the corresponding period of 1952. 

Sales of fresh meat were 12 per cent. higher than in December 1952, 
the highest rate of increase compared with last year for several months ; 
this is perhaps a sub-category unlikely to be greatly affected by the 
inclusion of the post-Christmas week. Sales of fresh milk, which 
would also be hardly affected by the late ending of the period, were 
5 per cent. higher than a year ago. 

A very striking increase compared with a year ago in sales of sweets 
and chocolates was experienced in December, when sales were nearly 
half as much again as in December 1952. This was the first Christmas 
since the war when sweets and chocolates were freely available, and, 
but for the effect of the late ending of the 1953 period, an even better 
result might have been recorded. ‘The heavy fall in bakery sales 
compared with 1952 cannot be regarded as significant due to the 
rather unreliable character of the sample. 


Sales by Areas—Large Scale Retailers 


The experience of different areas in December has been somewhat 
varied, though there have been few significant divergences from the 
results for Great Britain as a whole for food and perishables, for total 
non-food goods or for total sales of all merchandise. 

The best results seem to have been recorded in the South of England, 
where the increases compared with 1952 were a little above average 
in both of the main branches of merchandise. A somewhat surprising 
result appeared in London Central and West End where the increase 
in sales of food and perishables was twice as high as the increase for 
the country as a whole (due in part to the somewhat special nature of 
this trade), whereas the increase in sales of non-food merchandise 
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was below the national average. Below-average results in sales of 
food and perishables and of total non-food goods were recorded 
in the North East and Wales and Monmouthshire—the latter sample 
is, however, somewhat unsatisfactory. 

In the cumulative sales, there is no significant divergence in the 
results recorded for any areas except Wales and Monmouthshire, 
where sales of non-food goods show little change compared with 
February-December 1952, whereas the results for Great Britain 
show an increase of 5 per cent.

Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 


(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 


(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953. 


(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 


(v) The period covered by the December 1953 sales was the five 
weeks from November 29 to January 2, 1954: the corresponding 
period in 1952 was the five weeks from November 23 to December 27. 


(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas ; the value of sales 
unallocated to areas in December was 14 per cent. of the total value 
of reported sales. Consequently the movements in business reported 
for Great Britain by the whole sample of large retailers may differ 
from the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight 
is given to the amount of business done in each area. 


(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more Precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
— firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjuste 


(viii) Sales of food and perishables in December by the large 
retailers were 51 per cent. of total sales by these firms.

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Minister of State Pays Tribute to Exports of Hosiery 
Industry, But Asks For More 


A TRIBUTE was paid to the hosiery industry by the Minister 
of State, Board Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, when he 

visited Leicester on February 5 to meet the Councils of Manage- 
ment of the National Hosiery Manufacturers’ Federation, the 
Hosiery and Knitwear Export Group and the Hosiery and Allied 
Trades Research Association, and to open the Leicester and District 
Hosiery Manufacturers’ Association’s new Hosiery and Knitwear 
Centre. 


At a luncheon he said that the Hosiery and Knitwear Industry 
was one of our great national industries, producing as it did goods 
to a value of more than £200 million. It was also a modern industry, 
fairly modern in the main in terms of its years of existence, but what 
was much more important, a modern minded industry, and in the 
rapidly changing world in which we lived no industry which was 
not modern minded could hope to be successful. If there was one 
danger greater than another that faced us in this country it was the 
risk that we might become middle-aged in outlook. 


The Federation, too, was an important body with its membership 
of 800 firms, comprising about 90 per cent. of the production of the 
industry. But the effectiveness of an association depended on the 
vitality and loyalty of its constituent bodies. The Leicester and 
District Hosiery Manufacturers’ Association seemed to bear every 
sign of vigour and activity. 

He was most interested to hear about the Hosiery and Allied 
Trades Research Association. The importance of industrial research 
was to-day impossible to exaggerate. Under the impetus of science 
and engineering, the world was moving very fast. We had not only 
to ensure that we made progress but that our progress every year 
became more rapid. A good motto for us all was, “ No single 
achievement is final. It is only a step on the road to something 
better.” 


Britain had wonderful research workers but we were told that we 
were often slow in applying the results of research. Our strongest 
competitors were working hard in this direction. We should never 
forget that. 


The Government were anxious to see research press on still faster 
and were helping their Association actively through D.S.I.R. grants, 
and there was also a special grant of £10,000. But the main initiative 
and effort had to come from industry itself. 


The Export Drive 


He was grateful to the industry for their export effort. He understood 
that pre-war the proportion of production exported was about 7 per 
cent. and that it was about 15 per cent. to-day. The figures for the 
United States and Canada were good too. He mentioned in particular 
the cashmere knitwear section whose exports, he believed, amounted 
to 95 per cent. of their turnover. The results for the industry as a 
whole were good, but he asked them to see whether they could do 
better still. 


About Britain’s export trade generally, Mr. Amory said, “I 
wonder whether people generally yet realize how much depends on 
success—not only our standard of living but our economic survival. 
We have made a good recovery from the crisis of 1951 and we are 
once again paying our way, but the balance is still far too precarious 
and if stormy weather lies ahead we could easily get in the red again. 


* We are once again in a buyers’ market which, let us remember, is 
the normal state of things. We must gear our efforts to living in a 
very competitive world. Most of the nations who have traditionally 
afforded us markets are now intent upon building up their own 
industries. ‘The pattern of our future trade will, therefore, be different. 
If we are to succeed we must be more flexible and resourceful than 
ever before and efficiency in industrial production must be accepted 
by the whole nation as our primary national aim, for we are all in 
this together. Last year our total export trade was about the same 
as the previous year and the last three months of last year in volume 
were almost the best ever. That was quite a good performance but 
what must afford us all anxiety is that though world trade has been 
increasing, our share of it has been diminishing. ‘That is really the 
crux of our problem. As regards the future, competition is likely to 


grow even stronger and that means a tremendous challenge to us. 
Economic nationalism is running very strongly and that means that 
many markets will continue to impose severe import restrictions on 
our goods. 

** We must always remember that if we want to sell we must be 
prepared to buy. Indeed that is the object of selling. One cannot 
have one way trade.” 

Mr. Amory referred to the recent financial agreement with Japan. 
Japan had a heavy deficit with the sterling area. If the sterling area 
refused to take her goods then trade would be stablized at a very low 
level indeed. The object of this agreement was to stabilize between 
us at a high level rather than the low one to which it would otherwise 
inevitably fall. He was certain that the agreement was in the best 
interests of Britain and the Colonies and in the long term of our textile 
industry itself. 


Exports to South America 


“ I have recently got home from a very short visit to Brazil, Uruguay 
and the Argentine,” he continued. ‘‘ There are many difficulties 
besetting our trade with these countries. The biggest difficulty is 
the severe import restrictions at present in force. These are imposed 
partly because those countries are not earning enough sterling to 
pay for the imports they need though our markets are in the main 
wide open to their exports, and partly because of the national policies 
they have of building up their own industries behind severe import 
restrictions. So at present I fear that the chances of obtaining import 
licences for consumer goods, at any rate, are very poor and there 
are no rosy prospects of quick improvement. 

“In the long run, however, I believe these countries will continue 
to develop and in the long term there should be opportunities for 
useful trade, though perhaps mainly in capital goods. In the mean- 
time our competitors from other countries are being extremely 
energetic and if we are going to keep our hold in these markets we 
must be as energetic as they are. Some people say we ought to pin 
our hopes on strict bilateral agreements. The Government do not 
believe that is a basis on which we can hopefully build up the kind 
of international trade of infinite variety on which this country must 
depend. We need externally and internally as much freedom as we 
can get. 

‘* Internally we have been busy these last two years in freeing the 
economy from unnecessary controls. Price controls and rationing 
have nearly gone and as regards import controls 75 per cent. of our 
import trade from Western Europe is now liberalized. A corollary 
of this is that if industry is free it must depend more and more on 
its own exertions. As a Government we are glad to help and will 
continue to do so in every way we can, but we must restrict ourselves 
to our proper field. The Government realize that the level of taxation 
is imposing a very heavy burden on industry. We need bigger savings 
so that we can achieve a much higher rate of investment in industry— 
for research, new development, the most modern machinery and 
extensions. No one is more conscious than the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer of the connection between all this and the present level 
of taxation.” 

Finally, the Minister said, success would depend on British industry 
being competitive. In many cases our prices were already too high. 
Anything which raised our costs further might prove disastrous and 
lose us everything for which we were striving. Before we thought 
of improving our standard of living further we must think of preserving 
and safeguarding what we had. 

If the nation meant to win this battle there must be one objective 
for everyone, for management, trade union leaders, operatives and 
every citizen in the country—the highest possible level of efficiency 
for British industry. 

It was not enough to improve our production and our productivity 
by two or three or four per cent. per annum. Other nations were 
doing that—we must set our sights higher and beat them to it. 

When the Minister opened the Centre he spoke warmly of the 
initiative of the Leicester and District Hosiery Manufacturers’ 
Association in providing a centre primarily for the purpose of assisting 
overseas buyers interested in Leicester hosiery and knitwear. He 
emphasized the importance of salesmanship in selling goods overseas 
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and said that this venture showed great understanding of the practical 
needs of business visitors. The Export Group, which could give 
much assistance in the difficult task of exporting, deserved the full 
support of the industry. 

The Centre will provide an interviewing room, an information 
service and secretarial facilities, and will be of special assistance to 
small manufacturers. 


Work of the Hosiery and Knitwear 
Export Group 


By the Secretary of the Group 


“I consider the industry’s Export Group to be an excellent 
project and one worthy of the greatest support of all its members. 
rt trade nowadays is technically a very complicated business 
and Export Groups are a form of co-operative effort which I, for 
one, favour very strongly indeed. They are doing splendid work. 

I would appeal to the hosiery industry for the most energetic and 

loyal backing possible for its Export Group.” 

These were among the references to the Hosiery and Knitwear 
Export Group made by the Minister of State in Leicester on Friday, 
February 5. 

The Hosiery and Knitwear Export Group is fully alive to the present 
situation and its services are at the disposal of any firm in the industry 
wishing to play its part in the increased export drive called for by 
the Minister. Founded in April 1940, it is amply qualified from 
long experience to advise members on their problems and to assist 
them in whatever way it can to further their export efforts. Since 
the conclusion of hostilities, the Group has itself sponsored trade 
missions and market research investigations in a number of important 
overseas markets. The Group is aware of the importance of the 
industry’s representation in overseas exhibitions and fairs, since that 
is an objective in the forefront of its programme, limited at the present 
time only by lack of funds to carry out such a project in a manner 
worthy of the industry. 


The services at present offered to its members by the Hosiery and 
Knitwear Export Group are many and varied. Apart from being 
able and always very ready to advise and assist members with their 
individual problems, it acts as intermediary between overseas buyers 
and the suppliers of the goods they seek. Its information service, 
represented principally by its regular fortnightly bulletins, aims to 
keep members right up to date with the latest developments in various 
markets as well as with the changes—as they occur—in tariff duties, 
import quotas and restrictions, consular invoice and import licensing 
requirements and similar matters of vital importance to exporters. 
It provides statistics in various forms. By means of its export 
magazine “ British Hosiery and Knitwear,” published three times 
a year, it brings the products of members directly to the attention 
of approximately five thousand actual and potential overseas customers. 
It is its aim, finances permitting, to extend and improve these services 
to its members. 


When all is said and done, however, its principal function is of 
course the promotion of export in its wider sense, which is to open 
and keep open the channels of trade so that individual members can 
themselves conduct their overseas business with a minimum of 
interference and obstruction. This involves opposition to increases 
of tariff duties and to any restrictions—from whatever quarter they 
may come—which may stand in the way of maintenance and expansion 
of the industry’s overseas trade. Its most fruitful work, taking the 
long term view, lies in the representations it is constantly making— 
either through the Board of Trade or to overseas governments 
direct—in connection with all such questions, work which has met 
with a considerable degree of success. The benefits arising from this 
day-to-day work of the Group may possibly seem somewhat intangible 
to an individual manufacturer. They cannot be measured in terms 
of pounds, shillings and pence to any particular firm but they are, for 
all that, none the less real. 


Only a representative body can handle such questions effectively. 
The Hosiery and Knitwear Group, in fact, is the “‘ voice’ of the 


industry in international matters and it goes without saying that the | 


stronger it is the greater the respect in which it is held. If, therefore, 
it is to perform effectively the tasks with which it is charged it needs 
not merely the moral but also the financial support of the industry 
it represents and it is hoped that hosiery manufacturers, whether or 
not already members of the Group, will give it the energetic and 
loyal backing for which the Minister has appealed, 
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President’s Statement on Raw 


Cotton Commission 


[N THE House of Commons on February 4 a statement was made 

by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
concerning the payment of compensation to redundant employees of 
the Raw Cotton Commission. He said he had now had an opportunity 
of looking into this matter, which was raised in a Private Notice 
Question on February 2, and found that the Raw Cotton Commission 
had paid sums by way of compensation for loss of office to members 
of their staff who had been discharged on redundancy, and that such 
sums had been paid by the Commission in advance of the receipt of 
proper authority. 

While it would no doubt be the wish of everybody concerned, and 
not least of the hon. Lady who raised the Question, that these former 
members of the Commission’s staff should be properly compensated 
for loss of office, nothing could excuse payment in advance of 
authority. 

Certain arrangements had been proposed for meeting the case of 
members of the staff who had been dismissed some months ago, and 
to whom no compensation had yet been paid. Those arrangements, 
which had been notified to the Raw Cotton Commission and had 
been announced by him, after consultation with the Minister of 
Materials, and with the approval of the Treasury, in Standing 
Committee, would have involved the making of an advance from the 
Civil Contingencies Fund. The Commission were informed that 
payments could not be made until proper authority had been given. 
He regretted that the Commission did not wait to receive this 
authority. 

In the circumstances, he had considered what should now be done. 
He was advised that the proper course was to move a suitable 
amendment to the Bill to give retrospective authority for the payments 
which had been made. This he proposed to do and the amendment 
would, of course, be debatable. 

Following a number of questions and a suggestion that an indemnity 
Bill should be introduced to deal with the expenditure, the Prime 
Minister said he would discuss the matter with the President.

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The Census of Distribution and Wholesale Trading 


T is possible now to publish some preliminary figures derived 

rom the returns made by wholesalers in the Census of Distribution 

and other Services, 1950. 

The information given by wholesalers will be analysed in the 
census report to show the part played in distribution by firms 
operating in different ways. For instance, merchants buying and 
selling on their own account will be distinguished from agents, export 
merchants will be distinguished from merchants with little or no 
overseas trade, and the particulars of trading by government 
departments and marketing boards will be shown separately. 

Classification according to the kind of goods handled will also be 
used in many tables. 

Returns from over 55,000 wholesaling establishments will be 
included in the report. ‘Table I shows that 43,000 are classified as 
wholesale merchants’ establishments, and that in addition there 
are about 1,700 export merchants and 2,100 import merchants. There 
are over 100 export merchants’ establishments in each of the following 
specialities : industrial materials ; industrial machinery and vehicles ; 
and clothing, footwear and textiles. It has been found that the 
total of exports by manufacturers direct, as reported in the 
census of production, added to the total of exports by whole- 
salers, including agents, comes as close as could be expected to the 
total of exports recorded in the Trade and Navigation Accounts for 
1950. ‘This correspondence is a valuable confirmation of the relia- 
bility of census figures. 


Classification of Wholesalers 


Table I includes, under the headings ‘‘ Wholesale merchants ” 
and “‘ Export merchants’’, some selling establishments operated by 
manufacturers. Relatively few manufacturers, however, were able 
to make returns to the census of distribution giving separate particulars 
of their selling organizations. The census of distribution report will 
give some details about these. 

Another group of manufacturers covered by the census of distribu- 
tion appears in Table I under the heading “ Wholesaler-producers.”

firms undertake processing as well es merchanting. Examples are : 
fish curing, tea blending and coffee roasting, perfumery manufacture. 

Full information about manufacturers’ distributive activities, 
including the sales of their own products and their merchanting of 
goods produced by other firms, will only be found by using the census 
of distribution report in conjunction with the census of production 
report for 1950. 

Imports into Great Britain are effected by agents, as well as by 
import merchants, and in the census year, 1950, Government 
Departments and Government agents were importers on a large 
scale. The trade attributed to import merchants in Table [ is 
thus by no means the whole of the importing activity reported in 
the census. 

Clear-cut classification of a firm by method of trading (merchant, 
agent and so on) is not always easy. Many wholesale organizations 
were found which operated mainly in one way, but undertook other 
types of work. For instance, a merchant selling mainly on his own 
account to retailers in the United Kingdom may also do some export 


business or agency business. In Table I each establishment has 
been classified according to the main aspect of the business. 


Goods Handled by Wholesalers 


In the volume of the census report devoted to wholesale trading, 
there will be a table showing the value of business done by merchants, 
exporters, agents and others—on their own account and as agents—in 
the home trade (with other wholesalers, with retailers, and with the 
public) and in exports, so as to throw light upon the secondary aspects 
of the businesses concerned. 

The total values of goods handled in wholesalers’ businesses are 
very large, as will be seen in the tables given. The largest total is 
returned by the wholesale merchants who buy and sell on their own 
account. There are 43,000 establishments of wholesale merchants, 
excluding those whose main business is exporting or importing, and 
these wholesale merchants handled goods to the value of £5,206 million 
in 1950. ‘This total includes raw materials, machinery and industrial 
materials as well as consumer goods. 

The method of taking the census has not made it possible to tell 
how much of the grand total of transactions, which amount to nearly 
£13,050 million, relates to goods which are sold only once at 
wholesale. Where merchants buy through firms of agents or 
sell through independent agents the value of the goods will appear 
twice in the grand total, and sales between merchants, for example 
by an import merchant to another wholesaler, will also appear twice. 
The grand total accordingly shows how large a part the wholesalers or 
intermediaries play in the economy, but the figure is higher than the 
total value of the actual physical goods concerned in the trade 
recorded. When goods pass through several hands in their passage 
from the producer or importer to the ultimate user, some margin 
or commission is earned in each transaction, and it is n 
to include them all in a survey which is intended to give information 
about the cost of wholesaling operations. 


Specialization in Distribution 


Table II shows the number of wholesale establishments classified 
by kind of business. No establishment is counted more than once, 
though it may deal in more than one type of goods, so that these 
figures cannot be used to show the amount of goods of different 
kinds which are the subject of wholesale transactions. It was found 
that nearly 3,000 wholesale establishments, including nearly 500 
exporters, did not confine themselves to goods of a single broad kind,

New Reference to Monopolies 
Commission 


A NEW reference* has been made to the Monopolies Commission : 

they are to investigate and report on the supply in the United 
Kingdom of certain gases used mainly in industry and medicine 
(namely, oxygen, dissolved acetylene and propane). Their report is 
to cover both the facts of the matter and the bearing of the facts on 
the public interest. 

Any person or organization wishing to offer evidence on this subject 
should write to the Secretary of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Commission, 3 Cornwall Terrace, Regent’s Park, London, 
N.W.1. 


Reports of the Commission have already been published on the 
subjects of dental goods, cast iron rainwater goods, electric lamps, 
insulated electric wires and cables, insulin, matches and match-making 
machinery, and imported timber. The Commission’s report on 
calico printing has been received by the Board of Trade and awaits 
publication. 


Apart from the requirement for a report under Section 15 of the 
Monopolies Act about the general effect on the public interest of 
certain widely prevalent discriminatory practices, the other subjects 
at present before the Commission are :— 


Semi-manufactures of copper and copper-based alloys. 
Certain electrical and allied machinery and plant. 
Pneumatic tyres. 

Buildings in the Greater London area. 

Hard fibre cordage. 

Linoleum. 

Sand and gravel in central Scotland.

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Kite Mark Scheme for Bedding 


THE Kite mark scheme for bedding is, at the wish of the industry, 

operated on the basis that the licensed manufacturer may not 
produce in the factory for which the licence is issued bedding which 
does not bear the Kite mark. 

It has now been decided to permit the relaxation of this rule to 
cover the manufacture of spring interior mattresses for bed settees. 
The British Standards Institution’s technical committee concerned 
felt that as so many different types of spring interior bed settee 
mattresses are made it would be impossible to produce a standard 
to cover. In consideration of this fact the Mark Committee, on which 
the industry is strongly represented, decided that licensed manu- 
facturers should be permitted to make unmarked mattresses of this 
type in their works. 

A circular letter has been sent to licensees explaining this relaxation.

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British Industries Fair Bill 


Presented to Parliament 


THE British Industries Fair (Guarantees and Grants) Bill was 
laid before the House of Commons on February 3. 


The purpose of the Bill is to empower the Treasury to guarantee 
borrowings by, and the Board of Trade to make grants to, British 
Industries Fair Limited, a Company formed to carry on the British 
Industries Fair. 


Provision is made for the Treasury to guarantee the repayment of 
principal and the payment of interest in respect of loans to the 
Company which are to be repaid before the end of June 1959. 


Provision is also made for the Board of Trade to make grants 
towards expenditure incurred by the Company in advertising the 
British Industries Fair (Clause 2). 

The maximum liability of the Treasury in respect of the guarantees 
to the Company will be £100,000. Any grants made towards defray- 
ing the advertising expenditure of the Company will be met from 
moneys voted by Parliament. The amount of the grants made 
towards defraying the advertising expenditure of the Company cannot 
be known in advance ; they may be as much as £100,000 per annum 
but may be substantially less. 


New Headquarters for 
Joint Clothing Council 


THE NEW headquarters of the Joint Clothing Council Ltd. at 34, 

Berkeley Square, London, W.1., were formally opened on 
February 3 by the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Henry Strauss, Q.C., M.P. He was introduced by Mr. John 
Newton (of the National Union of Tailors and Garment Workers) 
and thanked by Mr. W. E. Gerrish (of Gerrish, Ames and Simpkins 
Ltd.), two of the four chairmen of the Central Committee of the 
Council. The proceedings were attended by representatives of all 
branches of the clothing industry. 

In his speech Mr. Strauss said that the Council had come into 
existence as a voluntary body supported by both sides of the industry. 
It was an industry whose activities ranged from the individual craft- 
work of the bespoke tailor and couturier to the mass production of 
garments in large modern factories. It employed some 430,000 
people and the value of its output was about £450 million a year. 
Of this, only about 2 per cent, was at present exported. There were 
undoubtedly difficulties in the export market for clothing, but exports 
to North America in the first nine months of 1953 were 20 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1952, and it was hoped 
that the industry would take every opportunity to sell more abroad. 
Mr. Strauss hoped that the programme of the Council would include 
the promotion of exports in addition to the other work it is already 
doing. 

The Council had already made good progress in establishing 
services of practical use to the clothing industry, notably the 
Information Service and the Production Advisory Service, both of 
which were supported by a substantial grant from Conditional Aid 
Funds. Mr. Strauss said he was glad to learn of the Council’s 
decision to set up a Research Department. This would provide, for 
the first time in its history, a research service for the clothing industry 
and the Council’s decision should be welcomed by clothing manu- 
facturers. In congratulating those who had supported the Council 
in its work Mr. Strauss said that the Board of Trade naturally looked 
to the trade associations and the Trade Unions for advice on matters 
affecting the industry, but believed that the Joint Clothing Council 
could give good service by undertaking those tasks best carried out 
by a single body.

Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY FEBRUARY 3 


Import and Export of Horses 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
gave the following figures of imports and exports of horses (including 
ponies) during 1952 showing the value of this trade with the dollar 
area and with other non-sterling countries. He said the figures 
included horses imported or exported only temporarily, for example, 
for racing, and did not, therefore, give any reliable indication of 
payments made for imports or earnings from exports.

Imports of Apples 


The President was asked if he would restrict the import of foreign 
apples during the main period of marketing of our home crop, either 
by prohibition for that time or by imposing a specific duty to prevent 
the large-scale imports of these foreign apples free of duty at a time 
when such imports destroyed the market for our own farmers. 

He replied that, under existing arrangements, imports of foreign 

- apples were already restricted for balance of payments reasons during 
this period. As the questioner was aware, an application had been 
made by the National Farmers’ Unions for the imposition of a duty 
to protect domestic producers during their marketing season and this 
application was being considered. 


Technical Knowledge for Industry 


A questioner asked the President if he was aware of the encourage- 
ment to greater technical knowledge in industry afforded by the 
establishment of comprehensive technical libraries in individual 
factories ; if he would draw the attention of industrialists to their 
value in his publication Target ; and if he would ask the British 
Productivity Council to examine methods by which the extension of 
such libraries could be further encouraged. 

He replied that he was well aware of the importance of technical 
libraries to industry, whether as part of the national or local library 
services or established in the factories themselves. He would consider 
whether Target could give suitable publicity to the value and use of 
these libraries. He understood that the British Productivity Council 
fully recognized the need for encouraging technical reading in industry 
and were doing what they could to help, both centrally and through 
local Productivity Committees. 


Exhibition Stands 


In the House of Lords a questioner asked the Government whether 
they would institute an inquiry into the cost, procedure and practice 
of erecting stands at Olympia, Earls Court and other big exhibition 
centres. 

Lord Mancroft, Board of Trade spokesman in the House of Lords, 
replied that Her Majesty’s Government had given this matter very 
careful consideration, but, on the information before them, they did 
not consider it necessary to institute such an inquiry. Their 
information was that there were a considerable number of contractors 
who would undertake the construction of exhibition stands at Olympia, 
Earls Court and other big exhibition centres, and that there was keen 
competition among them. There were, for example, more than 30 
firms on the list of contractors who were invited from time to time 
to tender for the construction of official stands at exhibitions. The 
tenders varied considerably in amount. In the Government’s view, 
exhibitors could best safeguard themselves against paying unneces- 


sarily high prices by obtaining competitive tenders for the construction 
of their stands. 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 4 


Rights of Shareholders 


The President was asked whether his attention had been drawn 
to recent proposals on the part of boards of directors of joint-stock 
companies to remove part of the assets of their companies from the 
voting control of the shareholders, or to change the character and 
purpose of the companies without prior consultation with the share- 
holders ; and whether he would consider introducing legislation to 
amend the Companies Act with the object of protecting the rights of 
shareholders, and of strengthening their powers against arbitrary 
action on the part of boards which they considered inimical to their 
interests. 

He replied that he was aware of the cases which the questioner 
had in mind. He had no reason to think, however, that the remedies 
available under existing law are inadequate to protect shareholders 
against action by boards of directors which is ultra vires or in 
breach of trust or oppressive. 


Number of Bankruptcies 


The President said that in 1953 the number of bankruptcies, 
deeds of arrangement and company liquidations which might be 
regarded as ‘‘ business failures ”’ was 3,642. This was 697 more than 
in 1951. As the questioner knew, the figure for 1951 had increased 
by nearly 1,000 compared with 1948, and all such figures should be 
interpreted with caution. 


Synthetic Fur Coats 


Asked whether he would give further support to the industries 
concerned in the production of Terylene fur coats, in order that mass 
production might be started so as to ensure the export of these coats 
before next winter, the President said he was informed that the 
fabric for these coats was still in the technical development stage and 
that mass production would not be a practical proposition for some 
time. ‘The industries concerned were receiving every assistance 
from the producers of the raw material, and he was not aware that 
they required any special support from the Government. 


Merchandise Marks Acts 


The President was asked what guidance he had given to industries 
making consumer goods in view of the coming into force of the 
principal amendments to the Merchandise Marks Acts on February 1 
last ; and what plans his department had made to enforce the 
provisions of the Acts in the immediate future. 

He replied that he had issued a Press Notice drawing the attention 
of traders to the provisions of Section 1 of the new Act and to the 
increased penalties for infringement ; but he could give no specific 
guidance on these matters without involving himself in the interpreta- 
tion of the Act, which would be an encroachment on the functions 
of the courts. As regards enforcement, he was always prepared to 
consider prosecution in suitable cases when the circumstances 
warranted action by the Board of Trade. 

A member asked if the President was aware of public concern 
at the advertising as wool and camelhair of coats or cloth which 
contained only two or three per cent. of camelhair ; and if he would 
institute proceedings against such offences under the Merchandise 
Marks Acts. 

The President replied: ‘‘ No, Sir.” But if evidence of infringe- 
ment of the Merchandise Marks Acts was submitted to him, he 
was always prepared to consider whether the circumstances warranted 
the institution of proceedings. 


Labelling of Textiles 


The President was asked if he was aware that the South African 
Wool Board had asked the Minister concerned for the complete 
labelling of all textiles ; that the representatives of 14 of the largest 
women’s organizations in Britain met recently in London and 
recommended the informative labelling of all textiles, including the 
percentages of constituent fibres and a statement as to whether any 
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particular fabric should be washed or dry-cleaned ; and if, therefore, 
he would receive a deputation representative of consumer, retailer 
and manufacturer interests to discuss the matter. 

He replied that he was aware of these developments. He was 
informed that the matter was under consideration by the British 
Standards Institution on which the various interests concerned were 
represented. He doubted if it would help for him to receive a deputa- 
tion at any rate at this stage, and he would prefer to await the outcome 
of B.S.I’s deliberations. 


Standards for Furnishing Fabrics 


The President said he understood that draft specifications, which 
included standards of finishing, had been prepared for upholstery 
fabrics and were at present under consideration in conjunction 
with the draft British Standard for upholstered furniture. Certain 
performance standards for curtain cloths were also under considera- 
tion. 


Scandinavian Kraft Paper 


A questioner asked why, in view of the steps taken to liberalize 
trade with Europe and, particularly, with Scandinavia, the import 
of Scandinavian kraft paper was still restricted by licensing to a 
level below 1951, thus causing unemployment in essential industries. 

The President replied that the United Kingdom’s balance of 
payments was not yet such that we could afford to relax all our 
restrictions upon trade with Western Europe, and the removal of all 
quota restrictions from imports of paper would cost too much in 
present circumstances. Substantial additional quotas had recently 
been made available, however, for the import of paper and board 
of most types, including Scandinavian kraft paper. He added that 
imports of paper during the year 1951 were exceptionally high, and 
included imports for stock building. 


South Wales Factory 


The President was asked why Super Oil Seals & Gaskets Ltd., who 
incurred an expenditure of £46,000 and losses of approximately 
£50,000 in connection with the opening of a factory in South Wales 
under pressure from his department, had had their application for a 
grant under Section 3 (1) of the Distribution of Industry Act, 1950, 
refused. 

He replied that he was aware that the Company claimed that 
certain expenditure and loss were incurred solely as a result of the 
establishment of production in a modern factory near Cardiff which 
was leased to them at a favourable rent. Having considered all the 
relevant factors, he was not, however, satisfied, as required by 
Section 3 (1) of the Distribution of Industry Act, 1950, that there 
were exceptional circumstances which justified a grant in this case. 


Import of Sea Lions 


There had recently been a large number of applications for licences 
to import sea lions from the United States, all of which have had to 
be refused, it was stated. Some of these sea lions were gifts, but the 
Government could not agree to issue licences for valuable gifts 
intended for commercial use. 


Exports to Cuba 


The President was asked why the value of United Kingdom exports 
to Cuba declined progressively in 1952 and 1953, compared with 
1951, in view of the Cuban tariff reductions secured in the Trade 
Agreement of 1951 and the unfavourable balance of trade with that 
country in all three years. 

He replied that as he informed the questioner on January 28, it 
was not possible to explain satisfactorily within the limits of a reply 
to a Parliamentary Question why exports in general had fallen off 
in a given market. The value of our exports to Cuba in 1953 could 
not be fairly related to the figures for 1951 and 1952, which were 
increased by deliveries under one important contract for motor buses 
worth some £34 million. There was also a large export of sugar 
machinery in 1951. 


Imports of Rubber Boots 


Asked whether he was aware that the rubber boots bearing the 
trade name Seacrest on the bottom of the instep, a blue label bearing 
the name Empire, and underneath it figures 31/51 and the letter H.K. 
moulded on the actual sole of the boot at the instep were not of 
Empire manufacture ; and whether he would take action in respect 
of this importation, the President replied, “‘ No, Sir.’”” But he would 
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gladly look into the matter and would be grateful if the questioner 
could let him have any further information about any specific consign- 
ment of which he was aware. 


Copyright Committee 


The President was asked what specific action had been taken by 
his department so far, with a view to implementing the recommenda- 
tions of the Copyright Committee ; and whether a decision had yet 
been reached as to whether there was to be comprehensive legislation 
on this subject or interim legislation dealing with the more urgent 
recommendations of the committee. 

He replied that the main recommendations of the Copyright 
Committee had been reviewed and observations from a number of 
interested organizations were being considered. He regretted that 
he could not yet make any announcement about legislation. 


Soviet Bloc Exports 


The President was asked what proposals for the relaxation of the 
embargo on certain exports to the Soviet bloc he had made to the 
Consultative Group Co- sdinating Committee in the last three 
months. 

The proposals discussed by this informal consultative body of 
experts, representing this country and this country’s friends in 
Europe, had never been made public, the President replied, but any 
decisions reached by Governments after discussion by the Committee 
were, of course, publicly announced, 


Subsidized Exports 


Asked what evidence he had of exports from foreign countries 
which competed with British exports being subsidized directly or 
indirectly contrary to the principles of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, the President replied that it was very difficult 
to obtain evidence of direct subsidy, but some Governments certainly 
stimulated their exports by indirect subsidies, such as the remission 
of taxation or of other charges on exporters. The use of such 
measures or of export subsidies in general was not prohibited by the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, but Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment had been and were taking all possible steps to secure their 
withdrawal, including in particular discussions in the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation. 


Jamaican Tobacco 


Asked why total imports of tobacco from Jamaica fell from 
309,917 Ib. in 1952 to 217,083 Ib. in 1953, the President replied that 
about half of the decrease was due to the fact that the statistics of 
1952 imports of cigar leaf were inflated by a large shipment at the 
end of 1951 which arrived too late to be included in the statistics for 
that year. For the rest, the decrease appeared to reflect a reduction 
in demand for Jamaican cigars. 


New Potatoes 


A questioner asked from which countries 24,528 cwts. of new 
potatoes were imported into this country during December 1953. 
The President said that the countries were Cyprus, Italy, Channel 
Islands and the Irish Republic. 


Cocoa Preparations 


The President was asked what were the main classes of cocoa 
preparation, the importation of which from the Irish Republic 
increased in value from £4,378,000 in 1951 to £15,986,000 in 1953. 

He replied that most of the increase in the value of imports of 
cocoa preparations from the Irish Republic between 1951 and 1953 
was in imports of milk crumb and chocolate couverture. 


Piece-goods Imported from India 


The President stated that no duty was chargeable on cotton piece- 
goods imported from India provided that the usual conditions of 
Imperial Preference relating to proof of origin and consignment of 
the goods were complied with to the satisfaction of Her Majesty's 
Customs and Excise. 


Washing Machines 


Asked what was the effect of the order requiring a 33} per cent. 
deposit for hire purchase of hand-operated wringing and washing 
machines ; and whether he would now announce the abolition or 
at least reduction of this deposit, the President stated that he had 
received a number of representations about the effect of the Hire- 
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Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order on sales of 
hand-operated wringing and washing machines, the most recent on 
January 28 from the Washing Machine Makers’ Association. These 
representations were being very carefully considered but he was not 
yet in a position to make a statement. 


Japanese Piece-goods 


A member asked what rate of import duty would be payable on 
cotton piece-goods imported into the United Kingdom from Japan 
under the recently announced trade agreement ; and what rebate 
would be payable on the re-export of such goods, 

The President replied that foreign cotton piece-goods were generally 
liable to an import duty of 174 per cent. ad valorem, though, if the 

in any way resembled lace or were embroidered, they would 
charged 25 per cent. ad valorem. These duties applied to imports 
from Japan as from other foreign countries. Drawback of the import 
duty paid was allowable on these textiles if they were exported as 
piece-goods. 
Textile Machinery 


A questioner asked what rate of import duty was payable on 
imported machinery used in the cotton spinning and weaving industry; 
= if the President would immediately reduce or eliminate such 

uty. 

He replied that foreign textile machinery was in general liable, 
according to type, to an import duty of 15 or 20 per cent. ad valorem. 
The Board of Trade were always prepared to examine any request 
made by a representative body of users for the reduction or removal 
of any protective duty. No such application had been received in 
respect of textile machinery. 

Copying of Designs 

The President was asked what assurances concerning the prevention 
of unfair trading practices, such as the copying of designs and 
falsification of trade marks, were sought by Her Majesty’s Government 
from the Japanese Government before signing the recent trade 
agreement. 

He replied that under the Peace Treaty the Japanese Government 
declared their intention in public and private trade to conform to 
internationally accepted fair practices. Since the war, the Government 
had had only a small number of complaints of copying of designs or 
similar practices on the part of Japanese traders ; they had taken these 
up with the Japanese authorities and had found them co-operative 
in stopping these infringements. 


FRIDAY FEBRUARY 5 
Production of Cotton Yarn and Piece Goods 


The President was asked by what percentage the production of 
cotton yarn and cotton piece-goods, respectively, in the fourth 
quarter of 1953 exceeded the figures for the fourth quarter of 1952 ; 
the percentage of the industry’s production going for export in the 
calendar years 1952 and 1953, and the fourth quarter of each of 
these years. 

Figures made available by the Cotton Board, the President replied, 
showed that 17 per cent. more single cotton yarn (including cotton 
waste yarn) was spun and 18 per cent. more cotton cloth was woven 
3 _ fourth quarter of 1953 than in the corresponding period of 

The following table showed exports of cotton yarn and of cotton 
cloth as a percentage of production during the periods shown.

Cinema Film Quotas 


The President stated that after consulting the Cinematograph 
Films Council, he had decided not to make any Order this year to 
amend the Cinematograph Films (Quotas) Amendment Order, 1950, 
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but to leave the prescribed quotas at 30 per cent. for first feature 
films, and 25 per cent. for the supporting programme, for the 
exhibitors’ quota year beginning October 1, 1954. 


MONDAY FEBRUARY 8 
Supplies of Strawboards for Book Trade 


The Minister of State, Board of ‘Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory 
as representing the Minister of Materials, was asked if he was aware 
that the present shortage of strawboard was causing anxiety in the 
book trade ; and what action he proposed to increase supplies. 

He replied that, following discussions with the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion and the Federation of Master Printers, the Ministry of Materials 
asked some time ago to be notified of any cases of serious difficulty, 
and in a number of instances they had been able to help firms to obtain 
supplies. He must emphasize, however, that the Ministry no longer 
exercised detailed control over distribution, and that they could only 
try to put applicants in touch with a willing seller. 

With regard to the latter part of the question, home production of 
comparable boards was already more than 40 per cent. above that of 
1951 and was being further expanded. The currency available for 
imports during the current six months would permit the importation 
of slightly more than in 1951. 


Government Trading in Commodities 


Asked in view of the fact that the net deficit for 1953 on Trading 
Controls and Directorates was £45,282,600, what steps he was taki 
to reduce this loss paid by the taxpayer, Mr. Amory replied that as 
the questioner was no doubt aware, effective steps had been taken to 
return to private hands trading in commodities with which the Ministry 
of Materials was concerned. Apart from‘winding-up operations, full- 
scale trading was now confined to tungsten ores and jute and jute goods. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 9 


Performance Tests for Furniture 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that the British Standards Institution had published 
standards embodying performance tests for four types of furniture- 
cabinet goods, dining type chairs, tables and bedstead ends. A 
standard for upholstered furniture would, he understood, be published 
soon 


Trade with U.S.S.R. 


Asked if he would make a statement on orders recently placed by 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics with industrialists in this 
country ; what were the amounts involved ; and how far the Govern- 
ment had assisted with credits, Mr. Amory replied that the Govern- 
ment were not necessarily informed when manufacturers received 
export orders. But there had undoubtedly been an increase in 
Russian orders recently and they would be interested to learn what 
emerged from the present visit of a number of industrialists to Moscow. 

Orders outstanding on December 31 last for which the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department had issued cover were valued at 
£1:3 million. 


Registered Designs Act 


Mr. Strauss said that the Registered Designs Act 1949, which was 
passed after a full inquiry by a Departmental Committee have the 
proprietor of a registered design the right to stop others from importing 
into the United Kingdom, for sale or for purposes of trade or business, 
articles to which the design or an imitation of it had been applied. 
The President had no evidence that a review of the Act and the Rules 
made under it was necessary. 


Imports of British Goods in Sterling Area 


The President was asked which countries in the Sterling Area 
imposed restrictions on the free import of British tools, cutlery and 
silverware ; and what undertakings had been given as to relaxation 
of such restrictions as a result of the recent Conference of Ministers 
at Sydney. 

Mr. Amory replied that all Commonwealth countries in the Sterling 
Area, except Ceylon, the Central African Federation and the Colonies, 
operated trade or exchange restrictions which to some extent limited 
imports of these goods from this country. As regards the second 
part of the Question, he would refer the questioner to the Conference 
Communique in which the Commonwealth Finance Ministers at 
Sydney repeated their intention to ease restrictions on intra-sterling

| a> NUMBERS of the volume of trade in the fourth quarter 
of 1953 and for the year are given in the tables on the following 

pages ; these index numbers are obtained by revaluing imports 
and exports in each quarter of 1953 at the average values (or prices) 
of the year 1950 and comparing the total values so obtained with 
one quarter of the declared values in 1950. A note of the change 
from 1947 to 1950 as the base year appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on November 15, 1952. 

Some provisional estimates of the volume of imports and exports 
in 1953 were given in the article reviewing United Kingdom trade 
which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on January 23, 1954. 


The index numbers now published show that the volume of imports 
in 1953, at 112 (1950 = 100) was 9 per cent. higher than in 1952 ; 
lower prices more than offset this, however, with the result that the 
value of imports was £131 million (4 per cent.) less than in 1952. 
The volume of retained imports rose by 10 per cent., rather more 
than the increase in total imports, reflecting a sharp reduction in the 
volume of re-exports compared with 1952, when there were heavy 
shipments of tin to the United States and rubber to Russia. The 
volume of exports of United Kingdom produce in 1953 was 3 per 
cent. more than in 1952. Average prices were lower, however, to

about the same extent and the value of exports was practically the 
same in 1953 as in the previous year (£2,582 million). 

As noted in the article mentioned above, imports in 1953 included 
a gift of aircraft by the Canadian Government valued at £35 million ; 
excluding these aircraft the volume of total imports in 1953 was about 
8 per cent. higher than in the previous year. Total imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in 1953 increased by 13 per cent. compared with 
1952, imports of animal feeding stuffs being more than doubled and 
particularly high in the second half of the year ; arrivals of tobacco 
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were also heavier by nearly a half. The volume of raw materials 
imported rose by 12 per cent. above the 1952 level and except for 
rubber, which fell by more than a fifth, there were increases in almost 
all the commodity groups in this class. Among imports of manu- 
factured articles the volume of iron and steel, non-ferrous metals, 
textiles and machinery imported showed a decrease compared with 
the volume in 1951 and 1952 but imports of chemicals and leather 
were higher than in 1952.

A marked recovery in the volume of United Kingdom exports in 
the fourth quarter of 1953 brought the index for the year to 98, 
3 per cent. higher than for 1952 but 3 per cent. lower than 1951. 

Exports of manufactured goods in the fourth quarter of 1953 were 
at the highest quarterly rate since the beginning of 1952 and the 
volume for the year was 24 per cent. above that for the previous year 
but 5 per cent. below the 1951 rate. In the category of metals and 
engineering products exports in the last quarter of 1953 also increased 
but shipments in 1953 showed a slight decrease on the volume for 
1952 ; manufactures of non-ferrous metals up by 15 per cent. and 
iron and steel (24 per cent.) also showed rises, but machinery and 
parts, electrical goods and cutlery declined and exports of vehicles 
showed no change compared with 1952. 

The volume of textiles exported showed a sharp rise during the 
second half of 1953 and for the year was at some 10 per cent. above 
the rate for 1952, shipments in the fourth quarter being the highest 
since the autumn of 1951 ; with the exception of apparel, where the 
volume was much the same as in 1952, the increase was shared by 
all the textile groups, silk and artificial silk (22 per cent. higher) 
and woollens (up by 14 per cent.) showing the greatest rises ; for all 
groups the volume was lower than in 1950 or 1951, however. Among 
other manufactured goods the volume index for oils and fats and 


resins showed a rise of 40 per cent. in 1953 as the result of increased | 
shipments of refined petroleum ; the volume of pottery exports | 


fell by 10 per cent. 
The index numbers of average values for both imports and exports 


are also given in the accompanying tables. These are derived from | 


the same calculations as the volume index by comparing the declared 


value of imports and exports for the quarter or the year with the | 


estimated value of the same goods at base year (1950) prices. The 
average value of imports, at 114 in 1953, was rather more than 11 per 
cent. below the 1952 level ; the average value of exports, at 120, 


was 3 per cent. lower than in 1952. Over periods shorter than a | 


year the average value index numbers do not give a reliable measure 


of price changes since they are influenced by changes, especially | 


in the case of imports, in the composition of trade from one quarter 
to the next. Changes in price over short periods can best be measured 
by the monthly price index, for which fixed quantity weights are 
used so that it is unaffected by changes in the composition of trade 


from month to month. (See Board of Trade Journal on January 23, |

Production for Plenty Exhibition 


DETAILS of a Production Exhibition to be held at Olympia, | 
London, from July 7 to 14, on the theme, “ Production for | 
Plenty,” were given by Mr. Walter Puckey, President of the Institution | 


of Production Engineers, at a Press Conference in London on 


February 4. He said that a feature of the exhibition was that for the | 


first time the story of the research and development behind Britain’s 
productive enterprises was being presented in graphic form. It was 
time the nation was made more aware of the vast improvements that 


had taken place in some British industries ; how much better other | 


industries would be if similar improvements were introduced ; how 
much better off the nation would be if production was increased by 
the earlier application of the immense research activities. 

It was stated that many industries are expected to take part, giving 
opportunities for one industry to view the techniques of another and 
to benefit from a cross-fertilization of ideas. The President of the 
Institution said that new ideas increased production, which meant 


lower costs, lower costs meant wider markets, wider markets meant | 


greater sales and greater sales meant even greater production for 
plenty. His Institution hoped that the nation at large would see the 


inner workings of industry as displayed in the exhibition and learn | 


how vital was the application of new ideas and of increased production 
to the welfare of the community. 


Reduction in Selling Prices for Tungsten Ores 


THE Ministry of Materials announces that from January 28, 1954

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Higher Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in 1953 


HE STATISTICS of the trade of wholesale textile houses 

for 1953 show that, following the fall of 14 per cent. between 

1951 and 1952 total home sales rose again by 6 per cent. in 1953. 
The recovery over the low level reached in the winter of 1951-52 
was in fact, already achieved by the end of 1952 and, allowing for 
seasonal changes, sales were fairly steady during most of 1953. 
December sales, however, showed a rather heavy fall from the 
Autumn peak, a result which possibly owes something to a shortage 
of repeat orders from retailers whose Autumn results were not 
quite up to expectations. 

This falling off in sales does not, however, seem to have led to 
any undue accumulation of stocks in the month. During 1952 
stocks were being steadily run down from the excessive levels reached 
towards the end of 1951 and it was not until the middle of 1953 that 
this trend was really reversed. By the end of November total stocks 
had been rebuilt to a level 20 per cent. higher than at the same date 
in 1952 and in December the increase over the year was a little greater, 
but this end year level was still only 3 per cent. higher than at the end 
of 1950 (when the effect of high post-Korean sales had already some- 
what depressed wholesale stocks) and still nearly a third below the 
level at the end of 1951. 

Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear in the year were 
7 per cent. higher than in 1952; only in December did sales fall 
below the level in the corresponding month of 1952, December 
1952 had been a very good month for women’s, etc. wear, with a much 
smaller than usual fall compared with November and this year’s 
December figure is not unsatisfactory when compared with those 
for earlier years—it is equal to the December 1950 level of sales. 
Compared with December 1952 the best result was for women’s 
stockings and socks, while the biggest reductions were in sales of 


knitted underwear and knitted outerwear, the two sub-sections 
which had shown much the best results a year earlier ; for the year 
as a whole sales in all three hosiery categories showed substantial 
increases over 1952. The large increases in stocks of knitted outer- 
wear and underwear over the year follow particularly heavy reductions 
during 1952 and in neither category was the end year level anywhere 
near the end-1951 figure. Sales of women’s outerwear were 7 per 
cent. lower than in December 1952, but the year’s total was 5 per 
cent. more than in 1952. Despite a rather low December figure 
sales of girls’ and children’s wear in the year as a whole were 11 per 
cent. higher than in 1952 ; the rather large increase in stocks over 
the year in this category also follows a very heavy run-down (more 
than a half) during 1952. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear in 1953 were 11 per cent. higher 
than in 1952 ; the December results showed a fall of 14 per cent. 
compared with a year earlier, but December 1952 had been a remark- 
ably good month for this category. Sales of men’s wear reached a 
higher level during 1951 and suffered a much heavier subsequent fall 
during 1952 than had women’s wear ; the 1953 level of sales was still 
9 per cent. lower than in 1950, compared with a fall of only 4 per 
cent. for women’s, etc. wear. Stocks of men’s wear reached a 
much higher peak at the end of 1951 and were more gradually run- 
down during 1952 than were those of women’s, etc. wear. The 
early Autumn figures still showed little sign of rebuilding of stocks 
and it was only in November and December that stock levels showed 
any significant increase compared with 1952. ‘The December figure, 
only about two-thirds of the end-1951 level, was, however, 11 per 
cent. higher than at the end of 1950. 

Sales of piece-goods, which had shown a heavy fall—about a third— 
between 1951 and 1952 remained at a depressed level throughout

1953, and the year’s total was 2 per cent. lower than in 1952. The 
heavy stocks which had accumulated at the end of 1951 had been 
run down during 1952 and during 1953 stock levels hardly varied, the 
end-year figure being 3 per cent. lower than at the end of 1952. The 
most important among the remaining categories (for which no monthly 
index numbers are available) are household textiles (including soft 
furnishings) and furnishings. Sales of household textiles had fallen 
by 19 per cent. between 1951 and 1952 and a further fall of 6 per 
cent. took place during 1953, bringing them to about 8 per cent. 
below the 1950 level. For sales of furnishings, on the other hand, a 
reduction of only 5 per cent. in 1952 was followed by an increase of 
9 per cent. in 1953 which brought sales in this category to a level 
nearly a fifth higher than in 1950.

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Increased Traffic at British 
Airports in 1953 


NITED KINGDOM AIRPORTS handled over 3 million 

passengers in 1953. More than half used London Airport and 
Northolt. This was an increase of 24 per cent. compared with 1952, 
whereas the increase in 1952 over 1951 was only 13 per cent. Possible 
causes of this accelerated growth in traffic include the Coronation, 
introduction of cheaper fares (particularly tourist rates on European 
routes), new types of aircraft (e.g. Viscount) and the relaxation of 
currency restrictions. 


London Airport with 1,205,000 passengers showed an increase of 
40 per cent. on the previous year; Northolt handled 723,000 
passengers, a decrease of 7 per cent. In the past three years traffic 
at London Airport has more than doubled. It rose from 523,000 
in 1950 to 796,000 in 1951, 861,000 in 1952 and reached 1,205,000 
in 1953. These figures reflect the transfer of many British European 
Airways’ services from Northolt to London Airport. 


Outside the London area Glasgow (Renfrew) handled the most 
passengers—210,000, an increase of 34 per cent. Next in order 
came Manchester (Ringway) with 209,000 (30 per cent. increase) ; 
Prestwick with 187,000 (11 per cent. increase); Belfast (Nutts 
Corner) with 167,000 (13 per cent. increase) ; and Isle of Man 
(Ronaldsway) with 148,000 (17 per cent. increase). 


Airports at which passenger traffic increased considerably over 
1952 were Lympne, 84,700 (206 per cent. increase) ; Southampton 
(Eastleigh), 78,300 (31 per cent. increase) ; Birmingham (Elmdon), 
66,000 (42 per cent. increase) and Stansted, 53,900 (395 per cent. 
increase). Altogether the provincial aerodromes handled 1-6 million 
passengers. 

In the Channel Islands, Jersey Airport had 293,000 passengers (16 
per cent. increase) and Guernsey 127,000 (9 per cent. increase). 


London Airport increased its freight handling by 12 per cent. to 
17,140 short tons, taking 60 per cent. of the air freight handled in 
the London area as a whole. The increase of 26,000 short tons in 
the volume of freight handled at United Kingdom aerodromes was 
concentrated mainly at Lympne and Southampton (Eastleigh) which 
are the principal airports for the cross-Channel vehicle ferry services. 
Freight and vehicles handled at Lympne increased from 10,000 to 
27,600 short tons while Southampton traffic rose from 1,300 to 5,200 
short tons.

fell 16 per cent. below that level in 1953, but were not significantly 
below the 1951 level. 

Towards the end of the year the rate of delivery of fabrics ceased 
to increase, and consumption of fibres and production of tops fell off. 
It seems probable that this reflects the end of a period of rebuilding 
of stocks. 

The figures for December are generally lower than those for 
November, and the falls are not eliminated when the figures are 
considered on a working day basis. However, it is possible that more 
allowance should be made for the effect of the Christmas holidays. 
It has been assumed by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics 
that there were 21 working days in December, as in November and 
in December 1952. The following paragraphs deal with the rate of 
consumption and output per working day on this assumption.

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compared with November of 7 and 5 per cent. respectively. Compared 
with a year earlier tops produced were 3 per cent. higher and tops 
drawn 4 per cent. greater. 

Deliveries of worsted yarn fell by 6 per cent. over the month but 


were 6 per cent. higher than in December 1952. Deliveries of woven 
fabrics declined by 7 per cent. and of blankets by 15 per cent. ; 


they were some 3 and 30 per cent. respectively below the December 
1952 level. 


Employment 


Estimated employment in the industry on December 25 was 546 
below the November level. The greatest fall was in the worsted 
spinning section where there were 221 fewer “‘productive workers” 
than in November. In the worsted weaving section the fall was much 
less marked at 23. The combing section suffered a reduction of 111 
while in the woollen spinning and weaving sections there were 46 and 
145 fewer “productive personnel” respectively, than in November. 
Compared with December 1952 the total rose by 11,600. Of increases 
in all sections of the industry, the largest, of 13 and 6 per cent. 
respectively, were in the worsted spinning and combing sections ; 
the worsted weaving and woollen spinning sections each showed an 
increase of 5 per cent. and the woollen weaving section one of 4 per 
cent.

1. Woven woollen fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics 
include fabrics which are mainly worsted by weight of components.

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Movements of Wholesale Prices in January 


HE index for basic materials fell by 0-4 per cent. in January. 
Prices of raw wool (down 2-0 per cent.), copper (down 2:3 
per cent.), tungsten ore (down 15-3 per cent.), lead (down 4:2 
per cent.), and hides and skins (down 1-7 per cent.), all showed 
further reductions and these, together with a fall of 3-2 per cent. in 
the price of raw rubber, more than offset the effect of increased prices 
of aluminium ingots (up 3-2 per cent.), raw cotton (up 1:2 per cent.), 
woodpulp (up 2-7 per cent.) and East African sisal, the price of 
which rose by 9-7 per cent. 

The indices for mechanical engineering and electrical machinery 
materials fell between December and January by 0-3 per cent. and 
0-6 per cent. respectively. Commodities included in one or other of 
these indices that fell in price were brass ingots (down 3-5 per cent.), 
lead, copper, zinc (down 1-6 per cent.), various brass and copper 
items (down between 1 and 2 per cent.) and rubber. The effect 
of these falls was only partly offset by increases in the prices of certain 
aluminium items, tin ingots (up 1-2 per cent.) and, in the mechanical 
engineering materials index only, imported softwood. 

Neither of the building material indices showed any significant 
change over the month. In both cases increased prices for joinery 
and other items offset lower prices for several commodities including 
lead (pig and pipe), zinc, copper tubes and cast concrete products. 

The fall in both the iron and steel indices appearing in Table 2 
was due solely to a drop of 19-1 per cent. in the price of high speed 
(tungsten) tool steel. The price of this commodity has been falling 
fairly steadily for some time, following successive reductions in the 
selling price of tungsten ores. The other composite index in this 
table—for clothing and footwear—showed no significant change 
from the previous month. 

Well over half the indices in Table 3 (a), relating to commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom, remained stationary in January. 
Among those that rose were general chemicals (up 1:2 per cent. 
due mainly to increased prices for caustic soda liquor and soda ash),

perambulators (up 1:8 per cent.), cotton yarn (up 0-5 per cent.), 
paper and board (up 1-2 per cent.) and paper bags (up 3-3 per cent.). 
With the exception of brass ingots and ethyl alcohol (down 5-7 per 
cent.), few of the indices in this table fell significantly during the 
month. Among those that decreased were wool tops (down 1-2 per 
cent.), worsted yarns (down 0-9 per cent.), serge cloth (down only 
0-2 per cent.) and canvas goods and sacks (down 0-9 per cent.). 

Most of the indices included in Table 3 (b) which moved significantly 
during the month have already been mentioned above in connection 
with the basic materials index, but it is noteworthy that, after a further 
fall in January, wool prices in general were nearly down to their level 
in January and February of last year ; merino wools were in fact 
cheaper than in January 1953. 


New Index Numbers 


Published for the first time this month, in Table 3(a), is an index 
for soft furnishings. ‘This index combines the price movements of 
upholstered mattresses (spring interior and others), pillows and 
quilts. 


Change in Presentation of Indices 


In consequence of a change in the presentation of the tables of 
wholesale price index numbers, introduced in this issue, a number 
of series, mostly sub-indices, now cease to appear every month; 
those that continue to be published will cover the latest 13 months 
only, except on initial publication of a new series. Information 
relating to earlier figures or to the monthly movement of any of the 
omitted series can be obtained on inquiry from Statistics Division, 
Board of Trade, at the address shown below. 

Annual average index numbers relating to all available series, 
including those now omitted from the regular monthly tables below, 
will appear in the annual review of wholesale prices for 1953 in the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 20.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949 — 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. ‘The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
will now cover thirteen months only. Available index numbers for 
previous months, or for commodities no longer published every month 
can be obtained on application to the address below. 

3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating ind:ces 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available 

5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex- 
works ”’ prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, 


in which case “ delivered ”’ prices are used. ‘The prices are exclusive 
of purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 


6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 195). 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details 
of the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the 
electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Yournal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, res- 
pectively. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of 
Trade Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used 
in the construction of any of the indices for commodities or groups 
of commodities ; where it is possible to issue these, however, they 
may be obtained on application to the Director of Statistics, Board 
of Trade, at the address below.

Vessels with Cargo (Table 1) 


The total net tonnage of vessels entering with cargo in the foreign 
trade in 1953 (69-4 million tons) was 8 per cent. higher than in 1952 
and for the first time in the post-war period exceeded the figure for 
1938. Clearances with cargo, however, (50-2 million tons) although 
7 per cent. higher than in 1952, and higher than in any other post-war 
year, represented only 85 per cent. of the 1938 level. The figures

The proportion of total entrances with cargo represented by 
Commonwealth tonnage has fallen each year since 1947 when it was 
70 per cent., and the figure for 1953 (57 per cent.) was back to that 
of 1938. The Commonwealth proportion of total clearances with 
cargo, which was 77 per cent. in 1947, has followed the same trend, 
but at 64 per cent. in 1953 was still 5 per cent. higher than in 1938. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The net tonnage of vessels entering in ballast in 1953 (17-9 million 
tons) was 3 per cent. higher than in the previous year and that of 
clearances in ballast (37:5 million) was 7 per cent. higher. Both

figures were the highest recorded since the end of the war. 


The 
proportions of both entrances and clearances in ballast represented by 
Commonwealth tonnage were hardly changed as compared with 1952 
and were 49 and 43 per cent. respectively. 


Vessels with Passengers Only 


The net tonnage of vessels entering with passengers only (5-7 million 
tons) was 23 per cent. higher than in 1952 and represented 32 per 
cent. of entrances in ballast compared with 27 per cent. Clearances 
with passengers only (also 5-7 million tons) were 22 per cent. higher 
and represented 15 per cent. of the total compared with 13 per cent. 


Bunkers Only 


There was a further substantial decrease in the net tonnage of 
vessels entering for bunkers only. The total has fallen rapidly each 
year since 1947 when it was 2°5 million tons and at 0-4 million tons 
in 1953 was 42 per cent. lower than in 1952. Clearances (16:1 million 
tons) however, were 5 per cent. higher than in 1952 and were at the 
same level as in 1947,

Other Vessels in Ballast 


Entrances of other vessels in ballast (11-7 million tons) were 2 per 
cent. lower than in 1952 and clearances (15-7 million tons) were 4 per 
cent. lower. 


Vessels with Cargo (excluding mail) 
(Table 3) 
Nationality of Vessels 


Entrances of Norwegian tonnage with cargo were again the largest 
among foreign vessels and again showed a substantial increase during 
the year. The tonnage of United States entrances, however, fell by 
20 per cent. and Swedish tonnage, which increased by 18 per cent. 
became second in importance. Entrances of Swedish and Norwegian 
tonnage were respectively about a half and a third greater than in 
1938 while United States tonnage was about an eighth lower. The 
tonnage of German entrances continued to increase rapidly and 
although in 1953 it reached only just over a quarter of the pre-war 
level this compared with less than a fifth in the previous year. The 
tonnage of both French and Dutch vessels also increased substantially 
in 1953 (by 26 per cent. and 18 per cent. respectively) and both reached 
about the same level as in 1938. 

Most flags showed increases in clearances with cargo in 1953. The 
tonnage of Dutch vessels, which remained the most important, in- 
creased by 4 per cent. and reached a level about a fifth higher than 
in 1938. Norwegian, Swedish and United States also showed sub- 
stantial increases during 1953, although of these only the last-named 
exceeded the level of 1938. 


Trading Areas 


Entrances with cargo from Commonwealth countries in 1953 
(19-6 million tons) increased by 10 per cent. to a level 7 per cent. 
above that for 1938 and represented 29 per cent. of all entrances with 
cargo compared with 28 per cent. in 1952. Entrances from foreign 
countries (48-3 million tons) increased by 7 per cent. during the year 
and were at about the same level as in 1938. With the exception of 
the North American (Pacific Coast) area entrances with cargo from 
each of the areas shown separately increased in 1953. Entrances from 
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Northern Europe (Foreign) (15-9 million tons), with which the 
largest proportion of the traffic is concerned, increased by 10 per cent. 
but those from North America (Atlantic Coast) (10-4 million tons) 
increased only slightly and this area fell from second to third in im- 
portance. The second place was taken by the East Africa, Persian 
Gulf and India area (10-5 million tons), entrances from which in- 
creased by 8 per cent. in 1953. Entrances from the other area of 
major importance, Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries (8-2 million tons) were only very slightly higher than in 
1952. Among the less important areas in respect of shipping move- 
ment the greatest proportionate increases were South America (Atlantic 
Coast) (66 per cent.), West Indies and Central America (Atlantic 
Coast) (23 per cent.) and West and South Africa (22 per cent.). 

Clearances with cargo to Commonwealth countries in 1953 
(16-6 million tons) increased by 4 per cent. reaching a level 13 per 
cent. above that for 1938 and represented 34 per cent. of all clearances 
with cargo compared with 35 per cent. in 1952. Clearances to 
foreign countries (32-6 million tons) increased by 8 per cent. during 
the year but were still about a quarter below the 1938 level. Clearances 
to Northern Europe (Foreign) (15-1 million tons), the most important 
area, increased by 11 per cent. and those to North America, (Atlantic) 
(7-4 million tons), the next in importance, by 4 per cent. Clearances 
to Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries (5-9 
million tons), however, although still third in importance, fell by 
6 per cent. With the exception of Australasia, clearances to each of 
the less important areas were higher than in 1952. 


Arrivals and Departures (Tables 4 and 5) 
Port Areas (Table 4) 


Arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade in 1953 were 11 per cent. 
higher than in 1952 and all areas recorded increases. Arrivals at the 
Thames area, (21-6 million tons), the most important area, increased 
by 17 per cent. and with the exception of the Northern Ireland and 
Isle of Man aree, recorded the greatest proportionate increase. Of 
the other areas of major importance the Mersey and North West 
Coast area (16-8 million tons) increased by 13 per cent., and the 
West Channel area (11-4 million tons) by 4 per cent. 

Foreign trade departures with cargo in 1953 were 7 per cent. 
higher than in 1952 and with the exception of the East Channel area 
which recorded a decrease of 3 per cent., all areas showed increases. 
Of the areas of major importance the Thames area increased by 
11 per cent., Mersey and North West Coast area by 8 per cent. and 
the West Channel area by 6 per cent. 


Principal Ports (Table 5) 


Arrivals and departures with cargo at most of the principal ports 
increased during 1953. At the three major ports, London, Liverpool 
and Southampton, the increases in arrivals were 20, 16 and 3 per cent. 
respectively and those in departures 13, 5 and 6 per cent. respectively. 


Coasting Trade (Tables 6 and 7) 


Arrivals with cargo in the coasting trade in 1953 were 2 per cent. 
higher than in 1952 and departures were 1 per cent. higher. The 
proportion accounted for by foreign tonnage was 4 per cent., the 
same as in 1952, 


Bunkers 


The table shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped 
for the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade (including fishing 
vessels). Shipments of bunker coal, which continued to decline in 
1953, were 14 per cent. lower than in 1952 and were only a little over 
quarter of the amount shipped in 1938. Oil bunker shipments in- 
creased by 5 per cent. during the year to a level well over two-and-a- 
half times that of 1938. 


December Movements 


Entrances with cargo in the foreign trade during December 
(5-9 million tons) were, on a daily average basis, 2 per cent. lower than 
in the previous month but 12 per cent. higher than in December, 1952. 
Clearances with cargo (4:1 million tons), also on a daily average basis, 
were 5 per cent. lower than in the previous month, but 9 per cent. 
higher than in December, 1952. 

The daily average rate of entrances in ballast in the foreign trade

Austria’s Economic Recovery Offers Increasing Opportunities 


for United Kingdom Exports 


The following article has been written for the Board of 'Trade Journal by Her Majesty’s Counsellor (Commercial) in Vienna. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will 
be pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


USTRIA has achieved a great economic recovery, particularly 

within the last 18 months, and has in fact become a potential 

market for United Kingdom exporters to an extent which was 
not expected when the last report was printed in the Board of Trade 
Journal on August 9, 1952. 

Let us consider the following facts :— 

Between July 1952 and December 1953 the holding of foreign 
exchange and gold increased from an equivalent of 900 million 
Schillings to over 7,000 million Schillings. 

Austria, now a full member of the European Payments Union, has 
become a substantial creditor instead of being treated as a “ structural 
debtor.”” At the end of December 1953 Austria, taking into considera- 
tion the special aid she has received in the past in the course of 
E.P.U. operations, had a cumulative surplus with the Union of 
$96 million, having thus exceeded her initial “‘ quota ” of $70 million 
(i.e. the amount within which her surplus could be settled auto- 
matically partly by credit and partly by gold) and also the extension 
to that quota of $25 million granted last October. 

The Balance of Trade position has improved from an average 
monthly deficit of 100 million Schillings in 1952 to an average 
monthly surplus of 68 million Schillings to the end of October 1953. 
(These figures exclude E.R.P. direct aid.) 

The Cost of Living Index which rose in 1951 from 522 to 706:8 
(1945 = 100) remained steady during 1952 and by December 1953 
feli to 667. 

With the great reduction in dollar deficit, Austria is no longer a 
recipient of direct E.R.P. aid. 

Reduction in income tax schedules have taken place. 
a wide range of incomes and are on a considerable scale. 

Austria liberalized imports from O.E.E.C. countries to 35 per 
cent. in July 1953 and to 50 per cent. on December 15, 1953. A list 
of liberalized items will be found on pages 116-121 of the Board of 
Trade Journal of January 16, 1954. Further liberalization is expected 
in the first half of this year. 

Articles not liberalized are still subject to import licence. (For 
liberalized goods, licences are also required, but are granted 
automatically on application.) For a few non-liberalized products, 
import licences are granted relatively easily but most of such products 
are highly protected. During the post-war years, Austrian industry 
has been sheltered from foreign competition by the import control 
maintained because of a chronic shortage of foreign exchange. Now 
this ground for restricting imports no longer exists and Austria, with 
a substantial credit position in the European Payments Union, has 
been obliged to begin to liberalize imports. 

It would be hazardous to try to compile a complete list of goods 
for which Austria offers a ready market. ‘This is particularly the case 
as the details of further liberalization are uncertain. Many products 
which were difficult to import into Austria can now be imported 
easily. Exporters are invited to address inquiries to the Commercial 
Counsellor at the British Embassy, Vienna (40 Reisnerstrasse, Vienna, 
3), concerning products in which they are interested. 

Some large hydro-electric stations are under construction and 
others are projected. In heavy electrical machinery Austria is largely 
self-supporting, but there has been and is a market for components. 
The Autobahn from Salzburg to Vienna, for which much preparatory 
work and bridging was carried out by the Germans during the 
“* Anschluss,” is now to be completed. There will thus be a market 
for some earth moving equipment. 

Some readers in the United Kingdom may still regard Austria as 
a country producing chiefly textiles, leather handbags, artistic goods, 
excellent wine and above all music. The extent and development 
of Austrian heavy industries is relatively little known. The following 
production figures for 1953 will be of interest :—

The above figures are taken from Austrian official statistics. They 

include goods invoiced by the exporting country although this is 

not necessarily the country of origin. Thus the United Kingdom 
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percentage is higher than would be the case were goods “‘ merchanted ” 
via London, excluded. 


Austria is still occupied by four Allied Powers but a number of 
relaxations which have taken place during 1953 have considerably 
alleviated the effects of occupation. Movement of goods and persons 
are no longer controlled at the demarcation line of the Soviet Zone 
but nationals of the occupying Powers are required to carry permits. 
Travel to Vienna for British visitors is thus now easier. The permits 
(grey cards) which are still necessary in addition to a passport, may 
be obtained in London from the Passport Control Department, Clive 
House, Petty France, London, S.W.1. They can be made valid for 
any direct main rail and road route to Vienna. 


To sum up, Austria is now a good potential market. There is 
currently little foreign exchange difficulty and British goods enjoy 
a high reputation. There remains a strong spirit of protection for 
local industries which will take time to diminish. British firms 
already represented in Austria would do well to encourage their 
Agents to further efforts. Those not represented might well, in view 
of increasing freedom of imports, consider appointing Agents. The 
Commercial Department of Her Majesty’s Embassy, Vienna, is at 
their disposal to answer inquiries ; the address is 40 Reisner Strasse, 
Vienna, 3. 


Show Window for Building Industries 
in Hamburg 


THE German Building Centre at Hamburg, designed as a permanent 

exhibition to serve the interests of architects, building engineers 
and authorities, was opened on May 28, 1953. The following report 
was made by a representative of th British Consulate General at 
Hamburg following his recent visit. 


The centre is the only Building Centre of its kind in Germany. 
The initiative in establishing it was taken by three partners (a former 
architect, a former salesman in the building trade and a journalist) who 
pooled their resources to form a limited liability company. It occupies 
an area of 3,000 square metres of which 1,200 square metres will 
eventually be available for renting. While still in its infancy, the 
organizers are in process of developing connections with Building 
Centres in neighbouring countries and are anxious to attract the 
attention of manufacturing firms outside Germany. The Consulate 
General state that the Centre is well laid out and offers several items 
of original interest: they feel that it might prove to be a useful 
show-window for United Kingdom firms in the building and associated 
industries. The management appear to be active and keen to publicize 
the Centre as widely as possible. Their publicity is achieved through 
correspondence with manufacturing firms and by associating their 
address with articles advertised in the German press. Regular lectures 
are arranged on subjects of interest for specialists in the building 
industry. 


The organizers would be prepared to answer general inquiries 
about exhibits but would refer more detailed inquiries to the head 
office or agent of the manufacturing firm concerned.

Design), and the selection of sports goods and toys by the CoID in 
consultation with the associations concerned. 


To ensure that good current designs are not overlooked, manu- 
facturers are urged to submit, not later than February 27, illustrations 
or flat samples of their recent work (unless already accepted for 
Design Review) which they would like to see included in the Board 
of Trade display. Such products should, as far as possible, be on 
sale in Canada at the time of the Exhibition, and efforts will be made 
by the Council to introduce goods selected for display to Canadian 
buyers before the Exhibition.

Anglo-Argentine Trade Agreement 
Extended 


BY NOTES exchanged on Monday last in Buenos Aires the trade 

provisions of the Anglo-Argentine Protocol of December 31, 1952, 
have been extended for the period ending June 30 next, when the 
5-year Trade and Payments Agreement of 1949 expires. 


In particular, Argentina has undertaken to sell to the United 
Kingdom 119,000 tons of carcase meat and offals and 8,900 tons of 
canned corned meat at the same prices and in the same proportions as 
to types of meat as were agreed in the Protocol of December 31, 1952. 
The arrangements for a premium of £20 a ton for shipments of chilled 
beef will be continued. Argentina has also undertaken to make good 
the backlog of beef due under last year’s contract. On the United 
Kingdom side there is provision for the export of about 2 million tons 
of oil products, 400,000 tons of coal and 13,500 tons of tinplate. 


The trade arrangements made last year about “ less essential ” 
exports have, in general, been extended pro rata to cover the first six 
months of 1954. They provide for the licensing of £1} million worth 
of United Kingdom goods. ‘The figure for Argentine goods is £1-15 
million. 


Sweden and Western Germany 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Stockholm reports that a 

provisional arrangement reached on December 21 last regarding 
trade between Sweden and Western Germany during the first six 
months of 1954 has now been replaced by a more formal agreement 
covering the same period. 


Western Germany has undertaken to import from Sweden before 
the end of June 1954 70,000 tons of wheat for home consumption, 
30,000 tons of rye, 20,000 tons of wheat for animal consumption 
and 5,000 tons of barley for industrial purposes. 


A quota has been established for the import of cars into Sweden 
from Western Germany to the value of Kr. 50 million for the first 
half of 1954. 


Greece and Poland 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative at Athens reports that a Clearing 

and Payments Agreement between the Bank of Greece and the 
Polish State Bank, valid for one year, was signed in Athens on 
January 11, 1954. 


According to press reports this Agreement provides for the export 
of Greek products to the value of 4,100,000 dollars and of Polish 
products to the value of 3,900,000 dollars. 

It is also reported that Greek exports to Poland will include tobacco, 
ores, fresh and dried fruits, cotton, cotton yarn, rice and sponges. 
Polish exports will include coal, sugar, machinery, timber and wooden 
articles, paper, porcelain articles, and eggs. 


No further details have been received. 


France and the Irish Republic 


THE French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de V’Industrie of 
February 4, reported that the trade agreement of May 2, 1953, 
between France and the Irish Republic (see Board of Trade Journal 
of June 6, 1953, page 1158) has been extended for six months until 
March 31, 1954.

Italian General Trading Tax 


HE Italian “‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ of December 24, 1953, published 

the text of a Ministerial Decree dated December 11, 1953, regulating 
special payments of the general trading tax (“‘ imposta generale 
sull’entrata’"’) on various commodities both home produced and 
imported during the period January 1, 1954-December 31, 1954. 

In the case of imported goods, provision is made under the Decree 
for the payment of the tax to the Customs at the time of clearance. 
With the exception of an amendment to Item No, 10 to include 
herrings and the addition of two new items Nos. 18 and 19, both the 
list of imported goods on which tax is levied and the rates of tax, 
details of which are given below, are the same as in 1953.

Pakistan Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has 

forwarded a copy of Public Notice No, 7/(54)/I, issued by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports on January 28, 1954, the 
effect of which is to amend the policy for the issue of import licences 
for ‘‘ Sole Agency ’’ items notified in Public Notice No. 52 (53)/I, 
dated December 16, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of December 26, 
1953, pages 1345-1348, column headed ‘‘ Remarks ”’) as follows :— 


Wherever it is stated in the remarks column of the list of items for 
which licences will be granted for the shipping period January to 
June 1954, that import licences will be issued only to categorized 
Sole Agents of such items, the following classes shall be considered

(iv) Importers who hold a category for such an item and categories 
for other items whose import has been banned. For example, 
an importer may have categories for twelve items one of which 
may be fountain pens. If eleven of his items are banned he 
will be eligible for an import licence for the twelfth item, 
namely, fountain pens. 
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Netherlands Turnover Tax on 
Imported Goods 


HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy at The Hague report further increases 
in the import tax on certain goods imported into the Netherlands 
as from December 6 last. 

The increases are said to be based on a re-calculation which has 
shown that for the goods concerned foreign exporters were enjoying 
an unfair advantage over local manufacturers and traders who have 
to pay “turnover tax’’ at various stages of manufacture and sale. 
Import tax is intended to counter any unfair advantage that imported 
goods might have over home products.

Syrian Import Regulations 


THE Board of Trade have received a translation of a Syrian 

Government circular about import regulations for goods imported. 
into that country. These regulations state that :— 

(i) An importer from a foreign supplier, importing through the 
supplier’s agent in Syria, must ask the agent to affix to the 
import licence, invoices and any other documents a stamp 
bearing his (the agent ’s) registration number. The agent 
should also place his signature at the bottom of the stamp. 

(ii) All invoices issued by a foreign supplier must contain the 
name of their agent in Syria (if any). 

(iii) If the foreign supplier has no Syrian agent he must provide 
the importer with a statement that he has no agent in Syria, 
that Syria is not covered by any other agent outside Syria and 
that no commission will be paid to any person on the goods 
subject of the import licence. This statement must be 
legalized by the Syrian Consulate in such towns as they exist 
(London and Manchester) if the goods are exported from these 
towns or certified by a Chamber of Commerce when exported 
from other places. 

This notice replaces the information given under the heading 
‘* Importers and Agents ”’ (paras. 3 and 4) of the summary of Syrian 
Import Licensing Regulations which was published in the Board 
of Trade Journal on May 23, 1953 (page 1071).
